THE very extraordinary circumstances that 
preceded the dissolution of the young, the gay, 
the dissipated Lord Lytileton, when they first 
appeared in print, soon after his death, were

Considered in this 
point of view, it is no wonder, in an age like 
this, when philosophy, instead of being the h .nd- 
muid to truth, is the prostituted mistress of a- 
theism and impiety, that every report concern- 
ing the previous warning, given to his lordship 
in a dream, of his approaching end, was receiv- 
ed by the public as an idle tale, and made the 
standing jest of all the polite assemblies in town. 
At length, however, the following anecdote, 
so well attested that not a shadow of doubt re- 
mains of its authenticity, has given birth to a 
variety of speculutive opinions on the nature 
of thatimpression on his lordship’s mind, which, 
from the time of his communicating his dream 
to within un hourof his de .th, certainly was too 
strong to be subdued either by the strength of a 
fine natural genius, the force of reason improv- 
ed by a liberal education, or the surrounding 
pleasures which affluence and elevated rank can 
always command, when their aid 1s wanting to 
dispel the gloom of melancholy reflections. 
Having given the fact, as it now stands con- 
firmed by the evidence of persons of character, 
we will submit to our readers some free tho’ts 
upon the subject, and shall esteem it as a favor 
if our correspondents will take up this interest- 
ing theme, and communicate their opinions, il- 
lustrited by any similar anecdotes within the 
compass of their own knowledge. 


On Thursday morning, the 25th of Novem- 
ber last, his repr! mentione4 at breakfast to 


Mrs. Flood, (a widow lady who lived with him 
as companion to the Miss Amphletts, his nie- 


ces) that he had passed a very restless night ;

On Saturd.y evening he pulled out his watch, 
observed that it was half past ten, and that he 
had still an hour and an half longer to live, and 
jocosely chucking under the chin one of the 
young ladies (nis nieces) danced about the room, 
and asked her ii she did not think he should get 
over it, and live beyond the time predicted for 
his death. Soon aiterwards, however, he went 
to bed, compluined of an uneasiness in his stom- 


rheubarb and pepper-mint-water, a medicine 





which he frequently took, expired. It was re- 
markable, likewise, that bis lordship endeavor- 
edto account for his havimy dreamicd of dhe bird, 
by saying that a few days before, being m his 
geen-house, at Pitt place, with Mrs. D » he 
had taken some pains to catch a robin, which 
had been shut in, and which he had set at liberty. 

The methodists and the quakers look upon 
the dream in this case, together with its effects 
on his lordship’s mind and the accomplishment 
of the prediction, as one of those singular man- 
ifestations of his power over men, which God 
is pleased to make from time to time, in order 
to strike conviction: home to the hearts of infi- 
dels and voluptuarics.

Sermons have beenal- 
ready preached to enforce this doctrine on the 
streneth of this recent instance, and the celcbrat- 
ed female speaker, Mrs. K—,is expected to de- 
liver an excellent oration to tle brethren and sis- 
terhood in Grace-church-street, upon this sub- 
ject, where'n she will take occasion to demon- 
strate the divine intercourse between the Su- 
preme Being andthe spirit of man, from which 
will be deducted the favorite doctrine of the 
operations of the spirit, the chief tenet of the 
quakers.

ach, and while his servant was mixing a cup of 








for the whole from physical causes. ‘1 hey 
maintain, that his lordship hav ng been in a bd 
state of health for nine months past, end igLor- 
ing under an inward complaint which we ken-, 
ed his nerves, it is no.wonder that he was sub- 
ject to restless nights ana unezsy dreams. His 
general complaint was a pain in his stomuchy 
and his usual niedicine, a dose of rheubarb in 
mint-water. His real disorder was a fli jus 
on the heart, described to be a quantity of co- 
aguluted blood, contained in a cyst o1 beg, on 
the bursting of which, immediate death, the na- 
tural consequence, ensued. 

Let us now reason cuncidly upon all these 
circumstances ; is it not weli known that ire- 
quent return of pins in thestomach bring on 
great dejection oi mind, or what is callea low 
spirlis ¢ It is natural to suppose, that the pay- 
est man upon eerth, in such a situation, will 
turn his thoughts upon the past disegreecble 
events of his life, and that if uny crime, of which 
he isconscious, occursto hisrecollection, i: will 
serve only to incre.se the melancholy fran.e of 
his mind; the generous design of muking retii- 
bution, the impossibility ct Going this, in some 
cases, veflections upon ceath, which break in 
upon every valetudinaricn, (whatever niy be 
his religious opinions) all contribute to stir up 
the war within.

It is » truth, the existence of which has been feel- 
ingly deplored by emiment moralists, that the interest 
of « certain eloss of men never accumulates so rupidly, 
that their power is never so arbitrary and unbounded, 
nor thei innovations so glaring, as when full credence 
is given to their own assertions, snd when the mantle 
of ignorance envelopes the pubic nund, Nor less 
ought we to nud t the unconcern und credulity with 
which too ta « poruon of mankind receive princi- 
ples and tenets, « obvio uisly inimical to their own happi- 
hess, and tending to peipetuate « degiedation of public 
taste and laudsble emulation. A general improve- 
ment in knewlecge, and, of course, aless rigid udher- 
ence to palpeble absurdities, ulchough cloti.cd in the 
vestments of pict), itis presumed, would be the hap- 
py result if'a contrary system of education were pur- 
sued. At present we meet wth very few eminent 
and virtuous characters ; and the cause must be as- 
cribed to education. 

That sect which has ever been clamorous against 
novel reading, knowing the power that ac complished 
and smiuble temales hold over the more rude part of 
creation, have particularly and stiongly urged that the 
female sex ov ght never to be indulged in it, and have, 
very foolishly to be sure, pourtrayed the many evils 
which ma result theretrom.

dicate, cannot be denied. The most sublime morali ity, 
and the most clevated notions of henor, are aptly de- 
lincated inmany novels; anc the object of the wiiters 
of such hes been. tod splay the loveliness and simpli- 
city of mentel worth, ona the charms of virtue s and 
while virtue and merit are iustrated, and valor and 
mognanimity sppluded, these writers have not for- 
goticn tice ' Its demon form is represented in rebel- 
lion to God snd man ; while the pangs ef stern, incor- 
ruptible conscience, are rendered so familiar, that 
while perusing the descriptive page, we shrink invol- 
untavily from the hated victim. 

With whet delight do we peruse the pages of 
Sh: kespeare, of Addison, of Akenside, and Gray ;— 
how sre our imeginations enwrept by the bold images 
and imt 7 
Ossian, of Demosthenes, of Curran, of Erskine, and 
Sheridan. Yet none of these authors, «imost unrival- 
led in the diferent departments of literature, can cl: im 
supe riority over Reg gin Maria Roache. The last pub- 
lic tion of t ast en: ¢c xcelle nmi author, ** The Discarded 
Sin,” is » specime nof gen IMS, of fancy a ud taste. which 
must rem: % gone ut a rival in the de partment to 
which it belongs. The language is glowmg and metl- 
lfiuous ; the plot intricate and admir: ble ; the apost- 
rophes impressive and ardent : th \ hole is « combi- 
nation of talent, foney, and imagination, se harmoni- 
ously blended, that while it defies the scrutinizing 
clare of malignity, the capriciousness of the critic, and 
the malice of the biget, enforces the tribute of appro- 
bation from all but such os ought to oppose its intrin- 
sic beauty: It will simply repay the perusal of the 
scholar, and in no employment will the accomplished 
fem: le find more pleasure, or receive more instruction. 

But from whet has been written, many would just- 
ly imagine it the wish of the writer of this to intro- 
duce, without reserve, the whole catalogue of novels 
which swell the Tbrories of the profligate and un- 
principled. This conclusion, however, would be in- 
correct ; no one has s greater dislike to many publi- 
cations of this kind than myself. T would never feel 
gratified by the unwarrantsble extension of this privi- 
lere. A indicious selection may be made, and much 
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gvocd result te society therefrom. The detested prin-

It contains in- 
structions for the writing of an Epic Poem, as well as 
the composition of a narrative, in which the mind is to 
be forcibly impressed with one view of a subject, in- 
stead of dividing the attention by a multiplicity of ob- 
jects, although equally interesting.—Homer, that great 
writer, has no doubt been his model. 

** When the father of poetry wishes to pourtray the 
movements of contending armies, and an embattled 
ficld, he exemplifies only, he does not describe ; he 
does not venture to describe the perplexed and pro- 
miscuous conflicts of adverse hosts, but by the acts 
and fears of a few individuals he conveys a notion of 
the vicissitudes of the fight, and the fortune of the day. 
So should your story to her keep clear of generalities.
